The  first  Kruger  pieces  were  struck 
at  Berlin  in  1892.  After  having  been 
put  into  circulation  these  pieces  were 
recalled  because  of  engraver’s  er- 
rors. In  the  Arms  on  the  reverse 
the  wagon  was  double-shafted 
whereas  the  typical  wagon  of  the 
Boers  had  a single  shaft.

President.  The  letters  OZ  spell 
“ox”  in  Dutch  and  their  presence 
on  the  coins  caused  much  unfavor- 
able comment.  The  Boer  mint  at 
Pretoria  also  produced  issues  of  this 
coinage  in  1892  and  struck  all  of  the 
coins  of  later  dates.  All  denomina- 
tions were  struck  thru  1897  except 
crowns  f 1892  only]  and  pence 
f 1892-93-94].  The  only  coins  struck 
after  1897  were  pence  and  gold 
pounds.  The  “Veld  Pond”  is  a neces- 
sity piece  struck  at  Pilgrims  Rest 
during  the  Boer  War.

Caesar’s  power  now  became  absolute 
in  Rome.  Honor  alter  honor  was  heaped 
upon  him  by  a sycophant  and  sub' 
servient  Senate.  The  Moneyers  who 
struck  lor  Caesar  at  the  capital  [44  B.C.] 
supply  ample  evidence  of  his  supremacy. 
First,  we  have  the  obverse  type  of  M. 
Mettius  displaying  the  head  of  Caesar 
[by  special  sanction  of  the  Senate}  and 
noting  his  4th  dictatorship  of  45  B.C. 
Caesar  was  the  first  living  Roman  states' 
man  to  be  honored  by  having  his  own 
portrait  head  or  bust  placed  on  the 
coinage.  Next  perhaps  comes  the  piece 
of  L.  Aemilius  Buca,  also  showing  a 
splendid  head  of  Caesar  [figure  23}  and 
proclaiming  him  “Diet.  Perpetuo”  or 
perpetual  dictator.  The  reverse  of  the 
same  piece  [figure  24];  with  its  crossed 
fasces  and  caduceus,  and  celestial  globe, 
symbolise  Caesar’s  great  power.  The 
globe  probably  also  commemorates  his 
recent  reform  of  the  calendar.  P.  Sepub 
lius  M acer  likewise  issued  a portrait  coin 
with  a star  behind  the  head  of  Caesar, 
referring  to  a decree  of  the  Senate  that 
the  dictator  “should  be  ranked  amongst 
the  gods.’’  “Ve  nus  Victrix”  [figure  25], 
patroness  of  Caesar  and  his  battle'cry 
at  Pharsalus  and  Munda,  appears  on  the 
reverse  of  this  denarius.  She  also  formed 
the  subject  for  Caesar’s  signet  ring.  The 
last  honor  conferred  on  him  by  the 
Senate,  “Parens  Patriae’’  or  “parent  of 
his  country,”  encircles  a veiled  head  of 
the  dictator  on  the  coinage  of  C.  Cos' 
sutius  Maridianus.  The  expression  “par' 
racides,”  applied  to  the  assassins  of 
Caesar,  was  derived  from  this  last  title 
of  respect. 

But  republican  feeling  was  still  too 
strong  to  permit  the  foundation  of  an 
absolute  monarchy.  On  the  “Ides  of 


March,”  44  B.C.,  Caesar  was  stabbed  to 
death  in  the  Roman  Senate  by  a group 
of  conspirators,  prominent  amongst 
whom  were  Brutus,  Cassius  and  Casca. 
They  looked  on  themselves,  not  as 
murderers,  but  as  liberators  who  were 
freeing  Rome  from  a would'be  king.  We 
must  consider  the  very  rare  and  histori' 
cal  piece  of  Brutus  and  L.  Plaetorius 
Cestianus  [figure  26 — 43  B.C. — the 
East],  in  this  light.  It  is  true  that  Brutus 
commemorates  the  date  of  the  slaying 
“Eid.  Mar”  and  shows  2 of  the  fatal 
daggers;  but  the  central  theme  is  a 
“pileus”  or  liberty  cap,  symbolizing  free' 
dom  from  tyranny,  which  in  Brutus’ 
eyes  at  least  furnished  ample  justification 
for  the  deed. 

Mark  Anthony  now  comes  to  the  fore 
as  the  friend  of  Caesar,  avenger  of  his 
murder  and  logical  successor  to  him  in 
power;  a position,  however,  which  he 
was  actually  able  to  hold  for  less  than  a 
year.  P.  Sepullius  Macer  [figure  27] 
strikes  a denarius  immediately  after 
Caesar’s  death  [44  B.C.]  showing  a 
veiled  and  bearded  head  of  Mark 
Anthony.  The  veil  and  beard  suggest 
Anthony  mourning  for  Caesar;  but  as 
the  implements  of  augurship  arc 
included,  a reference  to  Anthony’s  cur' 
rent  office  in  the  Roman  priesthood  may 
also  be  intended. 

The  legally  constituted  2nd  triumvir' 
ate  of  Octavius,  Anthony  and  Lepidus 
was  formed  in  43  B.C.  and  is  probably 
commemorated  by  the  figure  of  Pax 
[Peace]  on  the  contemporaneous  coin 
of  L.  Flaminius  Chilo  [No.  28].  They 
adopted  the  title  “IIIVIRI.  R.  P.  C.”  or 
“triumvirs  for  the  re'establishment  of 
the  Republic”  a fictional  device  for 
perpetuating  themselves  in  power. 
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Shortly  after  the  murder  of  Caesar 
[43-42  B.C.],  Brutus  and  Cassius  struek 
a series  of  historical  coins  in  the  East. 
The  first,  issued  by  Brutus  as  pro-consul, 
displays  a Liberty  head  and  [on  the 
reverse]  the  lyre  of  Apollo,  alluding  to 
the  defeat  of  Caius  Antonius  at  Apob 
Ionia  [figure  29],  Next  we  see  the 
piece  of  Brutus  as  “imperator”  after 
his  Thracian  campaign.  The  obverse 
[Part  VTNo.  12]  depicts  the  head  of 
Apollo.  Brutus  believed  himself  to  be 
under  the  special  protection  of  this  god 

Apollo  was  his  watch-word  at  Philippi. 
The  reverse  [figure  30],  a trophy  and 
2 captives,  refers  to  Thrace.  A dual 
land  and  sea  victory  of  Brutus  and 
Casca  at  Xanthus  and  Patara  is  com- 
memorated by  the  joint  coinage  of  the 
two  conspirators.  The  reverse  [figure 
31],  Victory  holding  a broken  diadem 
and  trampling  on  a sceptre,  symbolizes 
the  breaking  down  of  Caesar's  grasp  for 
regal  power  by  the  Republicans.  One  of 
the  most  interesting  pieces  in  this  group 
[figure  32]  was  issued  by  Cassius  and 
M.  Servilius;  and  relates,  in  an  unmis- 
takable manner,  to  the  victory  of  Cassius 
at  Rhodes.  The  rose  [at  the  bottom]  is 
the  emblem  of  the  city.  It  appears  on 
Rhodian  coins  and  in  this  case  symbolizes 
the  defeat  of  the  islander’s  fleet  and  the 
occupation  of  their  city.  The  crab  is 
the  coin-type  of  the  island  of  Cos,  in 
whose  waters  the  action  took  place.  He 
is  holding  an  “aplustre”  in  his  claws, 
indicating  naval  victories.  Between  the 
rose  and  crab  is  a royal  diadem,  offered 
to  Cassius  by  the  terrified  inhabitants  of 
the  city,  but  which  he  contemptuously 
refused.  Lucius  Statius  Mureus  also 
shows  himself  raising  the  kneeling  Asia, 
referring  to  the  capture  of  Apameia,  and 
a trophy,  alluding  to  his  victory  over 
Dolabella  [figure  33].  To  complete  the 
series,  we  might  also  mention  the 
“trophy”  type  of  Costa  and  Brutus, 
commemorating  the  latter’s  triumphs  in 
Greece. 

Three  denarii  record  the  final  over- 
throwal  of  Brutus  and  Cassius.  The  first 
[L.  Mussidius  Longus — 39  B.C. 


Rome],  a “Victory  in  biga”  type,  al- 
ludes in  a general  way  to  the  successes 
of  Anthony  and  Octavius  over  the  con- 
spirators and  perhaps  also  commemorates 
the  battle  of  Philippi.  The  second  [figure 
34],  a military  trophy  on  a prow  [Cn. 
Domi  tius  Ahenobarbus- — 42  B.C. — the 
East]  refers  to  the  naval  victory  of  the 
moneyer  over  Calvinus  at  Brundusium, 
at  the  time  of  the  battle  at  Philippi.  Cn. 
Domitius  Ahenobarbus  was  the  grand- 
father of  the  future  emperor  Nero. 
Lastly  we  see  [figure  35],  a medallic 
head  of  the  Sun-god  in  a 2 columned 
temple  or  shrine,  symbolizing  Mark 
Anthony  assuming  control  of  the  East 
after  the  death  of  Brutus  and  Cassius. 
This  piece  was  struck  in  Gaul  by  Mark 
Anthony  [42  B.C.]. 

Also  from  the  mint  of  Gaul  are  the 
2 denarii  relating  to  the  Perusine  War 
[41  B.C.]  between  Octavius  and  Lucius 
Antonius.  The  first  displays  a figure  of 
"Pietas,”  symbolizing  brotherly  love.  It 
was  struck  in  the  name  of  Mark  Anthony 
by  his  brother  Lucius  at  the  time  of  the 
siege  of  Perusia,  to  demonstrate  their 
mutual  affection.  Octavius  and  his  gen- 
eral, Quintus  Salvidienus,  also  struck 
a joint  issue  showing  a winged-thunder- 
bolt  [40  B.C. — figure  36]  to  commemor- 
ate the  latter’s  success  in  the  siege.  The 
leaden  slugs  used  by  Roman  slingers  in 
this  war,  bearing  the  same  thunderbolt 
and  the  inscription  “Q.  Sal.  Imp,”  have 
been  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Perusia. 

Turning  again  to  the  coinage  of  the 
East  we  note  the  piece  of  Mark  Anthony 
and  Cn.  Domitius  Ahenobarbus,  which 
shows  the  prow  of  a galley  and  a star, 
commemorating  the  reconciliation  of 
these  2 great  Romans  and  the  uniting  of 
their  fleets  in  the  Adriatic,  [figure  37 
40  B.C.].  Perhaps  the  most  unusual 
Republican  denarius  is  that  struck  by 
the  traitor  Quintus  Labienus,  who  pro- 
claimed himself  “Parthicus  Imperator” 
or  general  of  Parthian  troops  and  pro- 
ceeded to  invade  Syria.  The  reverse  of 
this  coin  displays  a Parthian  cavalry 
horse  with  bow-case  [figure  38],  such 
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as  were  employed  by  him  against  the 
Roman  legions  of  Mark  Anthony  [40' 
39  B.C.].  Also  of  eastern  tabrie  is  the 
piece  of  Mark  Anthony  with  the  head 
of  “Sol”  [Part  VPNo.  14],  celebrating 
the  victories  of  Ventidius  over  the 
Parthians  [39  B.C.]  and  of  Anthony 
over  Antiochus  of  Commagene  [38 

B.C.]. 

Suppression  of  a revolt  of  the  Cer' 
retard  in  Spain,  at  about  this  time  [39 
B.C.],  is  recorded  on  the  military  coin' 
age  of  Cn.  Domit.  Calvin  us.  The  oR 
verse-  head  of  Hercules  is  a local  type 
copied  from  the  town  of  its  mintage 
“Osca.”  The  reverse  duplicates  the 
Gallic  issue  of  Julius  Caesar  of  50  B.C. 
[see  Part  VI  IP  No.  35]. 

But  we  must  now  look  at  the  Civil 
War  in  the  West.  Sextus  Pompey,  who 
had  survived  his  father  and  brother, 
made  his  peace  with  the  Senate  in  43 
B.C.  and  was  appointed  Roman  admiral, 
with  the  title  “Pracfectus  Classis  et 
Orae  Maritimae.”  Shortly  after  he  seized 
Sicily;  from  which  Rufus,  legate  of  (V' 
tavius,  tried  to  oust  him  [42  B.C.]. 
Sextus  was  victorious,  his  troops  hailing 
him  “son  of  Neptune.”  It  was  to  cele' 
brate  this  triumph  that  Sextus  issued  his 
Sicilian  piece  of  42'38  B.C.,  showing  the 
head  of  Pompey  the  Great  and  a re' 
verse  of  Neptune  and  the  Catanian 
brothers,  together  with  his  title  as  ad' 
miral  [see  Part  VIP  No.  39],  A recon' 
ciliation  between  Anthony  and  Sextus 
Pompey  [40  B.C.]  is  perhaps  noticed 
on  the  Eastern  issue  of  Mark  Anthony 
depicting  a winged  caduceus  resting  on 
a globe  between  2 cornucopiae.  The 
globe  denotes  the  now  worPPwide  do' 
minion  of  Rome;  the  caduceus  and 
cornucopiae  commemorate  the  restoration 
of  trade  between  the  East  and  West  as 
the  result  of  the  mutual  agreement  of 
Anthony,  Ahenoharbus  and  Sextus 
Pompey.  The  pact  of  Misenum  [39 
BC.],  between  Octavius  and  Sextus,  bv 
whose  terms  the  latter  was  to  provide 
Italy  with  grain  in  exchange  for  the 
provinces  of  Sicily,  Sardinia,  Corsica 


and  Achaia,  is  probably  symbolized  by 
the  clasped  hands  on  the  coin  of  L. 
Mussidius  Longus  [see  Part  VIIPNo. 
41], 

Although  carefully  planned,  the  peace 
was  of  short  duration.  In  38  B.C. 
hostilities  were  renewed  between  the 
fleets  of  Octavius  and  Pompey.  The  first 
engagement  ended  in  a draw;  but  in  the 
second  the  galleys  of  Octavius  were 
badly  beaten  by  Sextus  and  finally  dis' 
persed  in  a storm  at  the  straits  of  Mes' 
sina  off  the  Scyllan  promontory.  This 
signal  victory  of  Pompey,  aided  and 
abetted  by  the  elements,  is  coni' 
memorated  on  2 of  his  coins.  One  shows 
the  head  of  Neptune  [Part  VIPNo.  1], 
and,  a naval  trophy  above  Scylla  and 
Charybdis.  The  other  displays  the 
lighthouse  at  Messana  [Part  VIIPNo. 
15],  and,  the  monster  Scylla  [Part  VHP 
No.  30],  Q.  Nasidius,  Pompey ’s  vice' 
admiral,  also  issues  a galley  type  [Part 
VIIPNo.  21]  to  commemorate  his  part 
in  the  great  sea  fight. 

Octavius  refused  to  accept  defeat.  At 
Naulochus  [36  B.C.],  Marcus  Agrippa, 
Octavius’  admiral,  destroyed  Pompey ’s 
fleet  and  compelled  him  to  fly  to  Asia, 
where  he  was  put  to  death  by  the  orders 
of  Mark  Anthony.  The  battle  of 
Naulochus  and  the  close  of  the  Sicilian 
War  against  Sextus  Pompey  is  coni' 
memorated  in  the  combined  military  and 
naval  trophy  type  of  Mark  Anthony 
[figure  39'36  B.C.  the  East],  Lepidus 
was  eliminated  from  the  triumvirate  in 
the  same  year  and  the  way  was  now  open 
for  the  supreme  struggle  between  Oc' 
tavius  and  Anthony  for  the  mastery  of 
the  Roman  world. 

From  a numismatic  standpoint  we 
would  be  justified  in  terminating  the 
Roman  Republican  series  in  36  BC., 
although  in  a political  sense  the  Empire 
was  not  fully  established  until  after  the 
battle  of  Actium.  This  is  mainlv  d”'. 
to  the  personal  control  which  Octavius 
now  exercised  over  the  mint  of  Rome 
and  the  imperialistic  nature  of  the  titles 
which  he  adopted  after  Naulochus.  All 
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Roman  gold  and  silver  [with  the  excep- 
tion  of  the  independent  coinage  of  Mark 
Anthony]  are  now  struck  in  the  name  of 
Octavius,  under  his  direct  authority  and 
with  types  appropriate  to  him.  Moneyer's 
names  were  revived  on  denarii  minted 
from  16  to  3 B.C.;  hut  only  temporarily, 
and  this  does  not  in  any  way  imply  a 
return  to  republicanism.  But  the  great' 
est  innovation  arose  from  Octavius’  use 
of  the  Roman  word  for  general  “ini' 
perator,”  as  his  praenomen — not  follow' 
ing  his  name  as  was  customary  with 
Roman  generals,  hut  preceding  it 
hence  taking  on  its  later  significance  of 
“emperor.”  He  also  now  uses  his  adop- 
tive father’s  name  “Caesar”  as  a title 
on  his  coinage — in  imperial  times  to  he 
applied  to  the  heir  apparent  to  the 
throne,  and  from  which  we  derive  the 
words  “Kaiser”  and  “Czar.” 

Amongst  the  earliest  of  Octavius’  per- 
sonal coinage  is  that  which  shows  him 
haranguing  his  troops  before  or  after 
the  battle  of  Naulochus  [figure  40],  It 
was  probably  copied  from  the  “Prima 
Porta”  statue  now  in  the  Vatican  and 
belongs  to  the  “Caesar  Divi  F”  group 
issued  36-29  B.C.  This,  together  with 
the  “Imp  Caesar”  type  of  29-27  B.C., 
is  assigned  to  the  mint  of  Rome  by 
Grueber;  whereas  H.  Mattingly  believes 
they  were  struck  in  the  East.  In  either 
case  their  imperial  characteristics  are 
not  changed. 

Meanwhile,  Anthony  still  struck  con- 
temporary types  in  the  East.  His  alli- 
ance with  king  Artavasdes  is  com- 
memorated by  an  Armenian  tiara  with 
cheek-pieces  and  a bow  and  arrow 
[figure  41],  on  a denarius  of  35  B.C. 
Anthony  now  fell  completely  under  the 
influence  of  Cleopatra;  deserted  his 
wile  Oetavia  and  assumed  more  and 
more  the  airs  of  an  oriental  potentate. 
This  trend  is  illustrated  on  his  coin  of 
32-31  B.C.,  linking  the  Roman  states- 
man inseparably  with  the  Egyptian 
queen.  The  obverse  [figure  42]  bears 
his  portrait  and  the  inscription  “Antoni 
Armenia  Devicta,”  referring  to  his  con- 


quest of  Armenia  in  34  B.C.  and  to  his 
subsequent  triumph  at  the  capital  ol 
Egypt,  Alexandria;  instead  of  at  Rome 
as  was  customary.  The  reverse  [figure 

43]  shows  the  head  of  Cleopatra  resting 
on  a prow  the  prow  symbolizing  the 
portion  of  the  Egyptian  fleet  which 
Cleopatra  turned  over  to  Mark  Anthony. 
The  legend  surrounding  her  head  reads 
“Cleopatrae  Reginae,  Regum  Filiorum 
Regum”  or  “Cleopatra,  Queen  of  Kings, 
and  of  Kings  who  are  her  sons” — an 
honorary  title  coni  erred  on  her  by 
Anthony. 

Such  a series  of  events  could  not  fail 
to  lead  to  a final  rupture  between  Oc- 
tavian  and  Mark  Anthony;  although 
war  was  actually  declared  by  the  Senate 
only  on  Cleopatra  [31  B.C.].  To  pay 
his  troops  and  fleet  in  the  coming 
struggle,  Anthony  struck  his  famous 
“legionary”  denarii  [at  Ephesus]  depict- 
ing a Roman  galley  on  the  obverse  [figure 

44] ,  and  legionary  insignia  on  the  re- 
verse [figure  45].  All  obverses  are  in- 
scribed simply  “Ant  Aug.  Ill  Vir  R.P. 
C.”;  but  the  reverses  are  more  specific, 
numbering  the  30  legions  under  his  com- 
mand and  naming  several — Praetorian 
cohort;  Leg  XII  Antiqua;  Leg  XVII 
Classicae  [figure  45,  for  the  naval  forces] 
and  Leg  XVIII  Lybicae. 

The  battle  which  was  to  decide 
whether  Rome  was  to  continue  as  a Re- 
public or  to  succumb  to  absolute  mon- 
archy, was  fought  at  Actium  in  Septem- 
ber, 3 1 B.C.  Cleopatra’s  assisting  fleet 
deserted  Anthony  at  a critical  moment 
and  all  was  lost.  The  subsequent  suicide 
of  Anthony  and  Cleopatra  are  too  well- 
known  to  need  repeating  here.  Octavius 
had  won  Rome,  and  all  the  peoples  of 
the  Mediterranean  and  the  East,  lay 
at  his  feet. 

Oetavian  issued  several  types  to  cele- 
brate the  victory  at  Actium;  some  belong 
to  the  “Caesar  Divi  F”  series  of  36- 
29  B.C.,  others  bear  his  new  imperial 
title  “Imp  Caesar”  [29-27  B.C.].  In 
the  latter  group  we  have  a denarius  with 
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an  obverse  [figure  46]  showing  “Victory 
on  a prow”  [perhaps  copied  from  the 
Nike  of  Samothraee],  and  a reverse 
[figure  47],  illustrating  Octavius  riding 
in  a quadriga  at  the  time  of  his  triple 
triumph  in  Rome  [29  B.C.].  He  was 
proclaimed  “Imperator  Perpetuo”  or  per- 
petual general  and  “Princeps  Senatus” 
[Prince  of  the  Senate]  at  his  triumph. 
The  reverse  types  portraying  a “rostral 
column”  and  “military  trophy  on  a 
prow”  are  also  emblematic  of  Actium. 
After  the  battle  of  Actium  and  the  death 
of  Cleopatra  [last  of  the  Ptolemies], 
Egypt  was  reduced  to  the  status  of  a 
Roman  province.  Octavius  commemor- 
ates the  subjection  of  the  country  in  his 


“Aegypto  Capta”  type  of  28  B.C. 
[figure  48-  the  East]. 

In  27  B.C.  Octavian  was  accorded  the 
title  of  “Augustus,”  signifying  “revered” 
or  worthy  of  veneration  [a  semi-divm- 
ity],  and  the  transition  of  Octavius,  the 
politician,  into  Augustus,  the  Roman  em- 
peror, was  completed.  The  Senate  was 
relegated  to  the  position  of  a debating 
society  and  a semblance  of  republican 
forms  was  maintained;  but  all  real  power 
now  centered  in  the  hands  of  Augustus. 

The  subject  of  Roman  portraiture  will 
be  discussed  in  our  next  article.  We 
will  see  a portrait  gallery  of  celebrated 
Romans  and  note  their  principal  claims 
to  fame.

[Notwithstanding  rivers  and  ramparts, 
with  a small  band  of  men  he  con' 
quercd  the  enemy  by  his  sagacity  and 
valor,  and  bound  to  him  by  his  hii' 
manity  those  whom  he  had  overcome 
by  arms],  within  a wreath  of  laurel, 
open  at  the  top,  and  crossed  and  tied 
with  a bow  of  ribbon  at  the  bottom. 

Gold,  silver  and  bronze  [restrikes 

from  recut  reverse  die].  Size  29.  The 


dies  for  this  medal  were  cut  by  Joseph 
Wright,  first  draughtsman  and  die'eiv 
graver  in  the  United  States  mint. 

Major  Henry  Lee,  familiarly  known 
as  Light  Horse  Harry,  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  figures  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  He  was  born  in  Stratford, 
Virginia  in  1756.  His  mother  was 
Mary  Bland  whose  charms  inspired 
Washington  as  a youth.  After  his 
graduation  from  Princeton,  Lee  became 
a captain  in  “Bland’s  Cavalry,”  but  in 
1777,  at  the  request  of  Washington, 
joined  the  regular  army.  ”Lee’s  Legion” 
[the  1st  Legion  of  Cavalry  in  the  Revo' 
lutionary  Army]  was  most  efficient,  and 
was  active  in  many  campaigns.  He  was 
Washington’s  bodyguard  at  the  Battle 
of  Germantown. 

The  medal  illustrated  herewith  was 
voted  to  Lee  by  Congress  in  recognition 
of  his  surprise  raid  on  the  British  gar' 
rison  stationed  at  Paulus  Hook  [now 
Jersey  City],  in  1779.  Lee  had  been 
encamped  behind  Bergen  with  three 
companies  of  horses  and  a small  body 
of  infantry,  when  he  received  instruc' 
tions  to  surprise  Paulus  Hook.  Picking 
300  men,  and  leaving  a detachment 
under  Lord  Sterling  as  a reserve,  he  pro' 
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ceeded  toward  the  British  camp.  At 
3:30  in  the  morning  of  August  19th  he 
and  his  men  had  entered  the  main  works 
undiscovered,  for  the  British,  feeling 
secure,  had  neglected  to  bar  the  sallyport 
and  had  posted  no  sentinels.  The  sur- 
prise was  complete  and  Lee  took  139 
prisoners,  including  officers.  The  rest 
of  the  British  retreated  to  a well  forti- 
fied redoubt  against  which  the  small  arms 
of  Lee's  men  were  ineffectual,  so  they 
retired,  taking  their  prisoners,  with  a 
loss  of  two  men  killed  and  three 
wounded. 

With  a commission  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Lee  then  joined  Greene’s  forces 
in  the  south.  His  activities  won  from 
Greene  the  comment  that  "No  man,  in 
the  progress  of  the  Southern  campaign, 
had  equal  merit  with  Lee.” 


After  the  engagement  at  Eutaw 
Springs,  Major  Lee  retired  from  the 
army,  married,  and  settled  in  Stratford. 
He  remained,  however,  in  his  country’s 
service  being  in  the  Virginian  legislature 
and  in  Congress  in  1786.  He  was  in 
charge  of  the  militia  sent  to  suppress  the 
Whiskey  Insurrection.  Upon  the  death 
of  Washington,  Lee,  who  was  much 
beloved  by  Washington  for  his  many 
noble  qualities,  was,  appointed  to  deliver 
the  funeral  oration,  in  which  he  em- 
bodied the  now  famous  words  "First  in 
war,  first  in  peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts 
of  his  countrymen.” 

In  1814,  while  helping  to  suppress 
the  newspaper  riot  in  Baltimore,  Lee  re- 
ceived injuries  from  which  he  never 
recovered.  He  died  on  Cumberland 
Island,  Georgia,  in  1818.
